A Crtoto It Upon V% Which Mutt B« Hlet 
to Provmit SUvarr «Dd the Torturei of 
Famine— Call For a Great Labor Conn- 
cil— Th« Strlka SUuatioa Um Xot 
tetlnlty OliaBcad. 

FAiuMosr, W. Va . July 24.— M. D. 
Hatchfonl, president of the United 
Mine Workers of Anifrica telegraphed 
the following letter to Samael Gompen, 
pretidcnt of the American Federation 
of Labor last night at Washington : 

"On the fair soil of West Virffinia 
p(aceable aesembhiKe lias been forbid- 
den and free speech suppressed. A 
crisis is upon us which must be met if 
we wonld escape total slavery The 
(Treat mining strike now extends over 
tire states; loO.uOO miners, almost a 
million souls are involved. Public sen- 
timent is overwhelmingly with us. 
July the hollow, heartless sentiment of 
corporate capital, echoed by its vulgar 
parrot, the snbsidi/ed press, 'is opposed 
to us. The acute stage has been reached. 
Tliis is no longer a strike for justice, 
but a straggle against starration. Every 
.itom of nobility in hnman natare im- 
pels OS to rise to the emergency and by 
performing oar daty us TOcomesmen, 
rescae the miners of the country from 
the cruel grasp of bondage, and their 
wives and children from the tovtarea of 
famine. 

"West Virginia is the field of action 
and here onr forces mast be converged, 
l>e miners here are eager, auxioos to 
join in cor movement for their eman- 
cipation, but are restrained by the fear 
of discharge and eviction. They are as 
much the property of the masters as 
were the block slaves before the gnns 
of Samter thundered the doom of chat- 
tel slavery. Here upon the soil made 
sacred by Thomas Jetferson and Patrick 
Henry, the slavery of labor has become 
nuiversal. The patriotic cry of the im- 
passioned Henry, 'Give me liberty or 
give me death,' is once more in order, 
the united basts of organized labor 
most come to the rescae. The millions 
of stnrdy craftsmen of onr country miut 
be aroused. 

"I therefore call upon yoa in behalf 
of the straggling miners to convene all 
the chief executive ofllcers of all na- 
tions at Wl.Peling, W. Va., on Tuesday 
,Inly 27, for the purpose of meeting this 
crisis and achieving victory for the 
cause of laluir. No dntj- whicli any 
labor official may liavi- at tliis time is to 
be compared in inipdrtanee to this great 
demand and it is tlierefoie lioin ci ami 
expected tliat each and all of tlifin will 
attend in person. This is not tlie time 
to consider the differences betwet ii or- 
franizations, if ditl't reiices tln re be, and 
no man who has our cause at heart will 
raise that question. 

"The call to duty is to all organized 
labor and the chief e.vecutive of each 
organization is expected to give the con- 
ference the beneflt of his personal ]ires- 
ence. If this battle is won organizi d 
labor in every department will be im- 
mea<-arably strengthened, but if lost, 
the cause will be set back at least lo 
years. 

"Never have the American people so 
unanimously supported a labor strike. 
Fully 80 per cent are witli us and will 
support our cause to the end. This is 
the supreme opportunity to strike the 
blow for industrial liberty, and if ig- 
nored, the (loom of labor is scaled and 
we trusted leaders must bear the odium 
of onr cowardly inaction. The very 
jireseiice of the combined leadership of 
labor in this state will waken the hosts 
to duty. The down-trodden miners 
will take heart, and as if by magic will 
stand erect and assert their rights as 
men. The unity of labor is all that is 
required to decide this contest in favor 
of the miners, in fa\or of justice and in 
lavor of humanity." 



CHIEF ARTHUR WILL NOT BE THERE. 



Loeomotive Knicineert ^yinpathlie With 

the Minor., but Cnn Not Alil Thi iii. 

CLKViii.AXi), July 'iX. — President 
Ratchford sent a message yc sterday to 
Chi^f P. M. Arthur of the Brotherhood 
of LooomotiTe Engineers, requesting 
bis presence at a conference of labor 
leaders to be held at Wheeling, W. Va., 
Tu s iay. Ohief Arthur npUed M fol- 
lows : 

"I cannot legal^ comply with your 

request." 

Chief Arthur, in explanation, said 
that the rules of the brotherhood pre- 
vented his attendance and that his at- 
tendance might lead to a misunder- 
standing. 

"Tlie engineers have nothing to do 
with the strike.,' said he, "and while as 
individuals w* sympathise with the 
strike, we can not as an organisation 

aid them."

name to the call. He is now in C'hi- 
cago. 

The Canoijsburg region has produced 
no sensational features. The striking 
miners are >tiil eiicaiiiped near the Alli- 
son and Hoone mines to jiersuade work- 
ers from gi.iiiig to work, but as the hear- 
ing in till' injunction case was jjost- 
jwiied until Monday tlurr is little 
danger of any conflict at I'loeiit be- 
cause the mine owners have announced 
that their iiiiiies wonld retnalB olosed 
down until after the heanng. 

As far as the injunction is cone* rued, 
the strikers claim tliat it will have no 
etU'ct as It restrains tliem from wiiat 
they have no intention of doing. They 
say that they will molest no one ; that 
tin y are coiitt'iit to wage a battle of 
prace and ord< r, and that, a.s they have 
liuhlic R(.'ntiint;iit on tlieir side, they 
are liound to win. SlK)uld the injunc- 
lioii be made perpetaal th ■ operators, 
it is Mirmis'^d, will maVe an attempt to 
resume work. If they do there will be 
trouble as long as there are any Steikers 
in the vicinity of the iniu". 

TluTe are vaguf rumors of a march 
on the mines of the New York and 
Clevtlanil das Coal comj)any. There 
is no doubt amt^ng thos" in a position to 
know that sucli a move is contemplated, 
but just at what time is kept a jn'ofound 
secrt't. 

While all this is going on the Turtle 
Crt ek, .'■^andy Creek and Plum Creek 
mines are working steadily and without 
intt rfen iHv, The employes claim that 
they will pay no attention to the strik- 
ers and v.ant to be left alone. On the 
other hand the miners' officials cloim 
that their organi/.rrs who have been at 
work in secret, have laid the foundation 
for a general laying down of tools when 
the i)roper time arrives. Much depends 
on the sitnation in West Virginia. If 
that section comes out the New York 
and Cleveland mines will naturally bo 
the pivotal point.

Bloro Jilaen Join the Mrlkera and the

Paiumoxt. W. Va , .July M.— Themin- 
ers at Hite's mines .-.re out a> are also 40 
others at the shaft, and it is reported 
that some arc out at the New England 
mines, A successful meeting was held 
at Willow Tree scboolhouse yesterday 
afternoon by Debs, Ratchford and Ma- 
hon. Three hundred of the Monongah 
miners, accompanied by their wives 
and children, and preceded by a band, 
marched tlirough the broiling sun to an 
intermediate point between Monongah 
and Fairmont, whert' tin y wc rr met by 
a delegation of miners froin Hite's and 
otlier mines. Moii(i)ii.Mh Coal company 
olticials were also present. 

Mr. Debs advised the men to luiirch 
in a body to the other mines and en- 
deavor to get them t<i come out, saj'ing 
that lie would tell them when the time 
was ripe. 

Yesterday evening Deb.s, Ratchford 
and Malum held a meeting, which was 
attended by about 1,700 people. The 
Monongah miners attended in a body, 
marching six miles through the country. 

HALF A MI LLION D OLLAR FIRE. 

Peoria Orape Sncar Company Plant at 
Peoria, Illinolt, DMtrojred. 

PEoitu, Ills., July 34.— The main 

building of the Peoria Grape .Sugar 
company was completely destroyed by 
fire yesterday evening. The loss is 
$500,^0 J, the total insurance carried be- 
ing $460,000, of which nearly |aOO,000 
was on the burned building and con 
tents. Negotiations have been in prog 
ress for some time for the transfer of 
the company to the new glucose trust, 
but it is not known here whetlier tlie 
deal has i rogresseil so far tliat the loss 
falls on the new combine or the original 
comiian.v. The works are owned by a 
cori)ora'ioii, in which the Drake e.-,t,ite 
of ."St. Paul is tlie prineiiial stockholder, 
with A. M. Drake as president, Levi 
Mayer of Chicago, vice president, and 
Sainuel Woollier of Peoria, secretary 

and trea-urer. 

The tirf broke out in the sulphur 
room. aiii)areiitly with an I'xplosion. 
The factory >\\m\ down !>unday because 
of the coal famine and only enough 
steam was made to keep the lire i)ress- 
sure. The sjjrinkler system worked 
promptly, but the explosion had tilled 
the basement with flames and nothing 
could be done to stop it. The immense 
eight-story building, 170 by 70 feet, was 
a mass of Hames in five minutes and 
was coniplet 'ly destroyed, the walls 
soon falling in" It contained a great 
deal of very valuable machinery, the 
vacuum pans alone costing .*7.j,0(mi. 

The dry storage house and warehouse 
across the tracks were saved or the loss 
would have been several hundred thou- 
sand dollars greater. 

The works employed 400 men and 
used 15,000 bushefc of corn a day. They 
will be rebuilt as soon as possible. Of 
the insurance $175,000 was carried here 
and the balance in Chicago. 

An on ^Kllatlon. 

Wabash, Ind., .July -,'4.— Since the 
discovery of oil at Pern local business 
men are agitating the drilling of a well 
in this dty, and the prospest is that be- 
fore the close of another week a fund 
will be established for sinking a well. 
Wabash is leverol miles nearer the In- 
diana gas field than Peru, but wells 
sunk in this vicinity during the natural 
gas excitement 10 years ago failed to de- 
velop more than si sUgnt flow of gas, 
Pern getting none at all. 

Malatto Marderad. 
jKiTKBSOirvnxi, Ind., July 24.— The 
body of a malatto, well dressed, with a 
bullet hole through his forehead and his 
br( ast, two revolvers on his person, and 
a hword cane in his hand, was found at 
the mouth of Silver creek, on the river 
bank, last night. He had not been in 
the water and was certainly shot to 
death. His identity aud other facts

HAVOC ONASTEAHER. 

An Explosion Causes Death and 
Destruotion. 

FOUR M£^ ARE ALREADY DEAD. 



Three Othcm Arc Thought to He Fatnlly 
Ii^nred anil • Xuuib«r of Mora Ar« In a 
Sorloos Condition— Tho ttoaaior Waa 
I>iiiiiaK<'<l About IVI,0(IO-The CanM Ol 
the bUastcr Rcmnine a Myiterr. 

BnittoBPORT, Conn., July 34. —At 

0 o'clock yesterday evening a dread- 
ful e.xp'.o^ion occnrreil on the steomer 
Nutmeg State of the Bridgeport Steam- 
boat compony's line, while she was ly- 
^ng at her slip at the foot of South 
street, and as a result four men arc 
dead, three others are thought to be fa- 
tally injured, and a number of more are 
in a serioos condition. The steamer 
was damaged aboat 91,000. 
The dead are : 

Patrick Moran, killed instantly. 
Perry Connors, died while being 
taken to a hospital. 
Jerrv O'Connell. died at hospital. 
Unknown man. found dead in hold, 
'i'he iii.iured ar" : 

Michael HeardoM. burn. (1 about face 
and neck, internal injuries; not ixpect- 
ed to live. 

Patrick tilennan. deck hand, thouii^ht 
to be fatally lnirned 

Michael Mjiguire, juobably fatally 
burned about fa: e and chest. 

Kdward Lynch, buriu'il about face 
and head. 

.Tchn llartwell. seriously b-.;rned on 
chi st and arais and limbs. 

.'olin Connolly, burned about face 
and chest. 

The men are all co!i::c' t(N'l v,-itli the 
boat. 

Immediately after the explosion an 
alarm of fire w.i-^ souiid< (l. tnit the lire 
was (jnickly e\tiii>:uisliod and the fire- 
men had little t o do but to asaUt and 

eaie for the iiijure<l. 

The steved<]res were eatinv on the 
"siiiiiier" lieck. just over the hold, wlien 
the explosion took place, and tlie men 
Were thrown in all directions against 
the woodwork. Two of the men were 
thrown overboard and were rescued un- 
injured, while iKuie of th*" others es- 
caped unharmed. The deck under the 
supper tabic was blown open 10 feet 
wide, while both sides of the txxit for- 
ward of the gangway were torn into 
splinters. 

I A huge mass of fragments were scat- 
I tcrod over the lower deck and as far 
I buck as the engine room all the carpen- 
, ter work was wrecked. The interior of 
the dining room on the forecastle was 

I completely demolished. 
The officials are reticent as the direct 
cause of the explosion. It was first al- 
1 leged that lightning struck the boat, 
but was later ascertained that a deck- 
hand went into the hold to light his 
pipe and it is believed that the lighted 
match in a closed forecastle caus(>d 
naptha vapor to explode. A coroner's 
inqnast wul be held. 

A CO NVICT'S 8 TOHY. 

If It Is Trna It May Het Another JIaa at 

Liberty. 

IsDi AN .M'ni IS, .July '^4.— Noah Raney, 
a convict at the Michigan City state 
prison, has made a written confession, 
which if proved tme, will have the ef- 
fect of giving the Rev. W. E. Hinshaw 
his liberty. Hinshaw was sentenced 
two years ago to life imprisoament for 
tlie murder of his wife. The tragedy 
was enacted at Belleville, a few miles 
west of this city, and the trial of Hin- 
shaw was one of the most sensational 
ill the state's history. 

According to Baney, the real murder- 
ers of Mrs. Hinshaw are .lohn Whitney 
and Guy Van Tas.soll, both Indianapolis 
men of bad rejiutation. Baiiey's state- 
m"nt recites the details of the crime as 
told to him by Whitnojr and Van Tassel 
who, he says, drove from Indianapolis 
to Belleville in a boggy. 

Baney says the purpose of the visit to 
the Hinshaw home was robbery, and 
that Mrs. Hinshaw was shot by Van 
Tassel, who shot to frighten her back 
into the house while she and her hus- 
band were pursuing them into the yard. 
Hiushaw's attorneys have held back a 
portion of Baney's confession for the 
present. 

A Very Unfortunate .louriiey. 

Hartford City, Ind., July '24.— John 
Thomas Gamer, a stranger traveling 
from Galveston, Tex., to Elkhart oonn- 

ty, this state, in a covered wagon, was 
struck by a northbound passenger train 
on the Lake Erie and Western road in 
this city lost night, killing one of his 
mules and injuring its owner so badly 
he can not recover. A few weeks afro 
at St. Louis a street car ran into bis 
wagon and killed h)^ wife. 

A Child Ate 0*aooBtrat«d Lyo. 

Enulwh, Ind., July 34.— Pearl, the 
little a-year-old daughter of Elmer 
Patee, a farmer of Perry < ounty, a few 
miles soath of this p'ace, ate concen- 
trated lye which her older sister gave 
her under the iuipres.'sioa that it was 
licorice. The parents were absent, and 
by the time they returned and had sun- 
moned a doctor the child had passed be- 
yond the physician's aid.

RKVIEW OF TRADIi 



n. O. Dun A Company'ii Roport tha 
Condltiun of BualnaM. 

Nrw YoKK, July :i4. — R. (i. Dnn & 
Coaipany's weekly review of trade says : 
The end of nncertainty regarding duties 
on imports givea greater confidence 
alike to those who have opposed and 
those who have favored the change. 
The great stren;itli in stocks, particu- 
larly in tho-e of the granger list, re- 
flects assurance of heavy crops. The 
remarkable rise in wheat, notwith- 
standing that as.'iurance, is b.ised on 
heavy bnjnng for export und belief that 
foreign demands will b« large. To 
thes^> must be added another ele.ueut of 
confidence scarcely observed a week 
ago. The heavy increase in receipts of 
gold, whether from one side of the 
Alaska border or the other, swell depos- 
its at the mints and in the banks of this 
country, and if the yield from new re- 
gions answers current expectations, it 
may have an influence akin to that of 
gold discoveries in California. The one 
retarding force, the strike of coal min- 
ers, has caused clciing of a few manu- 
facturing works for want of fuel, but 
negotiations for settlement are still 
pushed with hope. • 

The wheat market is. the sensation of 
the month. Since July 3 the price has 
risen Vi cents by Wedueiday, when a 
reaction of 4 cents was not surprising, 
but the close was five-eighths of a ceiit 
higher for the week. It is notable that 
this rise came in the face of highly en- 
couraging crop news, which is not dis- 
puted, aud had for support nothing but 
foreign conditions ana demand. Actnal 
baying for export has at times been 
heavy, and loading of carf^oes here and 
in California for countries whieli usu- 
ally contribute to European supplies 
greatly strengthens the impredsiou pro- 
duced by continental reports. That 
there is speculative handling behind the 
great advance is evident, and the bviy- 
iii_' for e\])ort has not yet resulted in 
-Vilai^ic e.sports iiuite as large a < last 
JulyTo date, 4,().S^,440 bushels, flour in- 
cluded, against 4,061,740 last year. 
Western receipts, r),2.o'i,a71 bushels in 
July, against 10,'.37."),*i.">7 last year, in- 
dicate concerted delay of shipments, 
which, however, rarely withstands the 
influence of a substantial rise. Corn 
exports are still heavy, «,6:J."j,;!'.Jo bushels 
in July, against '2.4'21,00» last year, 
which perhaps refiects more certainty 
than the wheat movement the actual 
conditions abroad. 

Both because of the season and be- 
cause of the pending action on tlie tur- 
itr. industrial operations are waiting 
and yet with an improveiiieiit which 
under such eiri'imistanres is sigiiiticeiit. 
The half yearly production of pig iron 
e.vceeded that of the last half of ISIMI by 
7.'')(!.tW.5 tons, but outside the great steel 
comi>:inies there is little activity at this 
time, thout:h they an, increasing their 
output. The Illinois company has sold 
basic st»'el for export to ( lermnny, a 
New York sale of luxiiis for exjiort to 
Maiichi-ster is announced and addition- 
al orders for Pefinsylvania iron bars to 
F^ngland. Bessemer pig is a shade 
lower, with other (luotatious nii- 
changed, but the demand for plates, 
sheets, pipe and ■tmctoral work is 

growing. 

Minor metals are in better demand, 
tin at i;i.!t.5 and lead at .S. I;i cents iiiul 
copper is siistainetl at 11 1-S for lake ex- 
]iorts, though the June production was 
i<i,t;:!:t tons, and for tht naif year 103,- 

(■).") 1 tons. 

There is a general advance in bof)ts 
and sh(»is, averaging about 1 l-'J jier 
cent, with a larger demand as dealers 
lose hope of lou t r prices, but leather is 
unchnngfd, and hides at Chicago aver- 
age per cent lower. 

The lextile industries have lost no 
ground, as the curtailment of prod uc- 
tion in cotton for a time is really a gair,. 
The demand has somewhat increased, 
but the accumulated stocks of goods 
must be re<luced before impatience to 
buy can be expected. The demaml for 
woolens increase as to low aud medium 
grades, with reported large sales at od- 
vances of 5 to 10 per cent over last 
spring. 

Speculative sales of wool continue 
large and prices are very strong, espe 
cially at the west. 

Failures for the week have been 22'; 
in the United States, against last 
year, and in Oanada, against 99 last 
year. 

DOCTOR ASSASS INATED.

Aftarward Shot Hlmsolf. 

San Francuico, July S4.— Dr. Donald 

MacLi an, dean of tlie Calif(irnia medi- 
cal cfvllege, was shot and sericuiBly 
wounded on Vaniiess avenue yesterday 
afternoon by Patrick Walsh, a janitor, 
who 8ubse(iuently committed suicide. 

Dr. MaoLeon was walking homeward 
from the college when he encountered 
Walsh who taxed the doctor with hav- 
ing failed to fulfill a promise made 
some months ago, to aid him in secur- 
ing tlie position of janitor at the col- 
lege. The doctor denied that he was 
under any obligations to him, where- 
upon Walsh drew a pistol and shot him 
thre • times, producing serious wotinds 

Walsh then run witli a crowd in pur- 
suit. After running for sevinil blocks, 
Walsh jiut the pistol to his head and 
blew out his r)wn brains. At the morgue 
it \'. as found that he had written a 
statement, to the etf.ct that the doctor 
had lied to him and thereby drlTill the 
uails into his own cotHu.

In 
Trumbull county barns were struck 
by lightning and burned. Crops were 
destroyed and buildings generally dam- 
agcHl, bnt no loss of life is yet reported.

The ^ork of thus secnrin;.' a promotion 
fund sufficient to make the preliminary 
aorvey and pay other preliminary ex- 
penses will be at onceconiinenced, and it 
is expected that in a very short time 
routes will be definitely decided upon 
and the surveys will be commenced.
